WHICH IS CALLED tRAGRDY. 



Tragedy, as it was anciently compofed' hath been 
ever held the graved, morale ft, and moft profitable of 
•all.qther poems : therefore faid by Ariftotle to be of 
power by railing pity and fear, or terrour, to purge the 
mind of thofe and f«ch like paffions, that is, to tem- 
* ifcr and reduce them to juft mealure with a kind of 
delight, ftirred up by reading or feeing thofe paffions 
well imitated. Nor is Nature wanting in her own ef- 
fects to make good his affertion: for lb in phyfic things 
of melancholic hue and quality are ufed againft melan - 
choly, four againft four, fait to remove fait humours. 
Hence philofophers and other graveft writers, as Ci- 
cero, Plutarch, and others, frequently cit«j out of tra- 
gic poets, both to adorn and illuftrate their difcburfe. 
The apoftle Paul himfelf thought it not unworthy to 
infert a verfe of Euripides into the text jpf Holy Scrip- 
ture, 1 Cor. xv *33 3 and Paraeus commenting on the 
Revelation,' divides the whole book as a tragedy, into 
a&s diftinguifhed each by a chorus ofhcavenlyharp- 
in§s and fong between. Heretofore men in higheft 
. dignity have laboured not a little to be thought aide to 
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compofe a tragedy. Of that honour Dionyfius the 
elder was no lefs ambitious, than before of his attain- 
ing to the tyranny. Auguftus Caefar alfo had begun 
his Ajax; but unable to pleale his own judgment with 
what he had begun, left it unfinifhed, Seneca the 
philofopber is by fome thought the author of thofe 
tragedies (at lead the beft of them) that go under that 
name. Gregory Nazianzen, a father of the. church, 
thought it not unbefeeming the fan&ity of bis perfon 
to write a tragedy, which is entitled Clirift Suffering, 
This is mentioned to vindicate tragedy from the fmall 
efteem, or rather infamy, which in the account of 
many it undergoes at this day with other common in- 
terludes; happening through the poets errour of inter- 
mixing comic (luff with tragic fadnefs and gravity; 
or introducing trivial and vulgar perfons, which by 
all judicious hath been counted atefurd; and brought 
in without ditcrction, corruptly to gratify the people. 
And though ancient tragedy ufe no prologue, yet 
uting fometimes, in cate of felf-defenee, or expla- 
nation, that which Martial calls an epiftle , in be- 
|iali of this tragedy coming forth after the ancient 
manner, much different from what among us pa ties 
for beft, thus much before hand may be cpiftled; that 
chorus is here introduced after the Greek manner, not 
ancient only but modern, and ftill in ufc* among the 
Italians. In the modelling t^ereforfi of this poem, 
with good reafon, the ancients and Italians are rather 
followed, as of much more authority and fame* The 
meafure qf verfc ufed in the chorus is of all forts, 
called Greefcs Mcxioftrophic, or gather Apole- 
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lymenou, without regard had to Strophe, Antiltrophe 
or Epod, which were a kind of fianzas framed' only 
for the mufic, then ufed with the chorus that fungj 
not aflential to the poem, and therefore not material; 
or being divided into ftanzas or paufes, they may be 
called Allacoftropha, Divifion into a& and feene re- 
ferring chiefly to the ftage (to which this wOrk never 
was intended) is here omitted. 

It fuffices if the whole drama be found not pro-; 
duced beyond the fifth a&. OF the ftyle and uni- 
formity, and. that commonly called the plot, whether 
intricate or explicit, which is nothing indeed but . 
•fuch economy ordifpofUion of the fable a9 may ft and 
beft with verifimilitude and decorum; they only will 
beft judge who are not unacquainted with ASfchylus, 
Sophocles, and Euripides, the ttase tragic poets un- 
equalled yet by any* and the belt rule to all who en- 
deavour to write tragedy. The circumfcription of 
time, wherein the whole drama begins and ends, is 
according to ancient rule, and beft exathple, within 
the (pace qf twenty-four hours. 
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iamfcm'made captive, blind, and now in the prifon at Gaza, there to 
labour as in a common workhoufe, on a feftival day, in the general 
cdfation (boro labour, comes forth into the open air, to a place nigh, 
.fomewbar retired, there to lit a while and bemoan his condition. 
Where he happens at length to be vififed by certain friends and 
'’equals of his tribe, which make the Chorus, who feck to comfort 
him what they can ; then by his old father Manoah, who endea- 
vours the like, and withal tells him his purpofc to procure bis li- 
berty by ranfom ; laftly, that this fcaft was proclaimed by the Phif 
hftincs as a day of thanksgiving for their delis etance from the hands 
of Samfon, which yet more troubles him. Manoah. then departs to 
profccute his endeavour with thePhiliftian lords for Sam Ton’s re- 
demption; who in the mean while is vifited by other perfons; and 
lallly by a public officer to requite his coming to the fcaft before the 
lords and people, to play or Ihow his ftrength in their picfencc; he 
at firft refttfes, difmifling rite public officer with abfolute denial to 
come; at length perfuaded inwardly that this was from God, he 
yields to gv along with him, who camtTnow the febond time with 
grrift threatening* to fetch him i the Chorus yet remaining on the 
place, Manoah returns full of joyful hope, to procure ere long his 
fon’s deliverance: in the midft of which difeourfo an Hebrew comes 
in haftc, con(ufcd|y at fit ft, and afterwards more diftin&ly relating 
th'e t catdftrophe, what Samfon had done to the PhiUftines, add by 
accident to hlmfeif; wherewith the tr.igedy ends.
